Carpentier Cautions State 
Drivers To Use Preventives 



Secretary of State Charles F. Car- 
entier recently asked organized 
labor to help "extend the safety 
consciousness of the factory and the 
shop to the automobile." 

In a talk before the state conven- 
tion of the American Federation of 
Labor-Congress of Industrial Or- 
ganizations, Mr. Carpentier pointed 
out that in plants, factories and 
shops such safety equipment as gog- 
gles, helmets, protective clothing 
and safety devices on machines are 
widely used. 

"It is a sad commentary on human 
nature," he said, "that these same 
people who would not think of per- 
forming their jobs without that 
equipment, scorn the use of safety 
belts in what is probably the most 
dangerous machine they operate — 
the automobile." 

Secretary Carpentier pointed out 
that the Illinois traffic safety pro- 
gram, triggered by enactment of the 
Drivers License Law he sponsored 
in 1953, has made commendable 
progress in the last several years, 
but this year traffic fatalities are 
on the increase. 

Man-hours lost because of traf- 
fic accidents are just as costly and 
the physical suffering Is no less than 
in industrial accldents,he said. It is 
to tile best interests of both labor 
and management to encourage the 
extension .of the safety conscious- 
ness of the factory and shop to the 
automobile, he declared. 

Secretary Carpentier also asked 
for support of legislation he has 
proposed that physicians and psy- 



chiatrists be required to report phy- 
sical and mental deficiencies which 
would seriously impair a person's 
ability to operate a car safely. 

He cited two cases in particular. 
One was that of a young Chicago 
woman who "blacked out" in heavy 
downtown traffic, whose car jump- 
ed the curb and killed six people. 
The other occured in the Springfield 
area when a young man,, later ad- 
judged mentally incompetent, "got 
mad" when his father told him not 
to drive over 60 miles an hour, be- 
gan weaving his car back and forth 
across the highway and struck a car 
parked alongside the highway, kill- 
ing two people. 

"Had we known about the physi- 
cal and mental afflictions of those 
two drivers, eight lives might have 
been saved," Secretary Carpentier 
said!

The Islands" . . . are moat beauti- 
ful, of a thousand shapes, and all 
accessible and filled with trees of 
a thousand kinds and tall, and they 
seem to touch the sky .... I saw them 
as green and beautiful as they arc 
in 'Spain in May, and some of them 
were flowering, some with fruit . . 
And there were singing the. night- 
ingale, and other little birds of a 
thousand kinds In the month of 
November, there where I went." 

These words were written <by 
Christopher Columbus during >h>|^ 
return voyage to Spain after 'His 
discovery of America. They are 
taken from what is referred to as 
"Columbus* Letter to Santongel." 
The letter is actually his official re- 
port to the King and Queen of Spain 
on the results of his voyage. San- 
tan gel was a friend of Columbus In 
the Spanish Court who transmitted 
the letter to the Rulers for him. 
Translated anew for the first time 
since 1893 by the eminent naval 
historian and biographer of Colum- 
bus, Samuel Eliot Morrison, it can* 
be said to be "the first of all Ameri- 
cana." 

The letter Is interesting not only 
as an account of the epochal voyage 
and discovery, but also, as a per-* 
sonal document reflecting the atti- 
tudes and feelings of Columbus him- 
self. For example, Columbus did be- 
lieve that he had reached the East 
—"As soon as I arrived in the In- 
dies ..." At the same time he ad- 
mitted his failure to discover the 
fabled cities of Cathay which had 
been described by such earlier ad- 
ventures as Marco Polo^ — "I sent 
two men upcountry to learn if there, 
were a king or great cities. They 
traveled for three days and. found 
an infinite number of small villages 
and people without number, but 
nothing of importance ..." : 

Though at turns both optimistic 
and candid, the letter is also of in- 
terest for what it does not contain. 
Evidently wishing to be received 
more favorably, he makes no men- 
tion of the near mutiny of his men 
which occured on October 10; 1492 
nor of .the loss' of the flagship Santa 
Maria/on Christmas Eve which for- 
ced the founding of the settlement 
of La Navldad, where forty men 
were to perish before he returned 
on his second voyage. 

The main body of the letter deals 
with what Columbus saw and with 
the reactions of the natives to the 
Spaniards. They spoke of him as the 
"man who had come from the sky." 
Ho describes them as of "very keen 
Intelligence," nonetheless, and of 
"good appearance!" "In these islands 
I have so far found no human mon- 
strosities, as many expected," he 
writes. He speaks' also of the cli- 
mate, of the wealth to be derived 
from the land— gold, spice, and a 
"thousand other things of value," 
concluding with the words: "So, 
since our Redeemer has given .this 
victory to our most illustrious King 
and Queen, and to their famous 
realms, in so great a matter, for 
this all Christendom ought to feel 
joyful and make great celebrations 
and give solemn thanks ..." 

The sjory of Columbus' four 
voyages to the New World* the ser- 
ies of disappointments ho suffered 
before his death in the year 150ft are 
well known. It Is one of the ironies 
of history that chance should nr.t 
even have allowed his name to be 
conferred upon the New World 
which he discovered. Instead, it 
came to be called America. A pro- 



fessor; of geography named Martin 
Waldseemuller, basing his conclu- 
sions on two books which had been 
composed by literary forgers from 
letters pirated from Amerigo Ves- 
pucci, came to write: "I believe it 
very just that it should be named 
Amerige, after it* discoverer, Amerl- 
cus . .... or let it be named America, 
since both Europa and Asia bear 
names of feminine form. 



Even after his death, Columbus 
seemed to suffer the ill-luck which 
fate so often plays upon its noblest 
adventurers. But, it can be added, 
such men are long remembered.

Radiation: How Much 
/a. Too Much?

Whenever any professional group 
makes use of a potentially danger*, 
ous tool; certain protective, stand- 
ards must be set within that group. 
This is no less true of the radlolo-. 
gists and their use of medical, x-ray. 
This group of physician's, to ! whi ch 
I belong, has long taken steps to 
protect both patient and staff from 
needless exposure to the high-energy 
rays with which they work. Radio- 
logists, along with radiation physi- 
cists, have seyeral special, commit- 
tees dealing with the. problems, of 
radiation protection, 

The "maximum permissible dose" 
considered safe for the Individual 
has been set by the National Com- 
mittee on Radiation Protection. This 
group of radiologists, radiation phy- 
sicists and related scientists, nom- 
inated by various national scienti- 
fic societies to set up safe standards, 
has been active since 1929. They re- 
commend 5 roentgens a year as the 
amount of whole-body radiation 
which - medical radiation workers 
and others may safely receive dur- 
ing their careers.
